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Law prof purged; 
LSA attacks dean

A lot of business filled the 
agenda of the Law Faculty 
Council Meeting, held Thurs- 
day afternoon, except the very 
important but sensitive issue 
concerning the dismissal of a 
law professor. 

At the beginning of the 
meeting, Frances Boyle, vice- 
president Common Law of the 
Law Students Association 
(LSA), proposed.a motion ask- 
ing Dean Briarly to reconsider 
"his decision not to recommend 
that Professor Terence Wade be 
promoted or renewed in the 
Faculty of Law." 

The Dean of Law, John 
Briarley, ruled the motion out 
of order, saying a proposal on a 
personell issue could not be in- 
itiated by a student. 

Dean Briarly appointed a 
three-member ad hoc committee 
to decide the matter. The dean 
sat in on the committee and 
passed on its recommendation 
to the Board of Governors 
without going through the Law 
Faculty Council. 

In most matters, the Council 
is the highest decision-making 
body in the Faculty. 



According to an editorial in 
the Quid Novi, the Law student 
weekly paper, ".There does not 
seem to have been any 
systematic consultation with 
any other faculty members and 
there was certainly no consulta- 
tion with students.. .The Dean 
has told Quid Novi that no 
statement of Professor Wade's 
rating.. .has been made or will 
be made to faculty or 
students." - 

According to a faculty 
source, the reasons for dismissal 
have not been given to Wade 
'either. 

According to the Quid Novi, 
Wade has consistently ranked 
among the top two or three pro- 
fessors in student evaluations 
and has published several pieces 
and a commercial casebook. As 
well, 200 students signed a peti- 
tion submitted to the Dean on 
Wade's behalf. 

The Law Council meeting on- 
ly covered the first item on the 
agenda: discussion of the 
reorganisation of the 
Chancellor Day Building 
necessitated by the growing 
faculty.

Steinberg's not on their side

Milton-Park residents are 
starting a boycott campaign 
against La Cité Steinberg's this 
Saturday to protest the con- 
struction of a "maisonnée 
dépanneur" in their area. 

A picket line is planned for 
the entrance to the grocery store 
and there will also be an infor- 
mation table. 

Six protestors were arrested 
beside the LaCité tower on the 
West side of Pare at 8:15 
Wednesday morning. 
Demonstrators, residents of the 
Milton-Pare housing co-op, 
want the land for a park which 
is being excavated by Leslie 
Weitzman, a local developer. 

"If we create enough negative 
publicity on Weitzman, we can 
stop the project. Steinberg's has 
indicated that they would get 
out of the contract if they could 
get to Weitzman," said Joe 
Krajden, one of those arrested. 

Until a few months ago, the 
co-op thought it owned the ap- 
proximately 30 square metres. 

Weitzman owns the land and 
has leased it to Franchises Plus, 
a division of Steinberg's, to 
open a food store. 

"We already have 11 dépan- 
neurs in a three-block radius," 
explained Montréal Citizens' 
Movement city councillor John 



Gardiner, who works for the co- 
op. "If you've walked through 
the ghetto, you know that it is 
singularly devoid of 
greenspace." 

The demonstrators stopped 
tree-cutting on the land Tues- 
day, and were, back Wednesday 
morning when the steamshovel 
operators got there. 

The workers called police, 
who asked the residents to make 
way for the constrvMon. Six 



refused. 

Two of them had to be lifted 
out of the steamshovel's scoop 
into a paddy wagon. 

Police took the six to Station 
33 and booked them on 
"refusal to circulate," which 
Krajden called "a vague city 
bylaw." 

The two who sat in the shovel 
are also charged with Public 
Mischief,, a more serious 
criminal charge.

Québec students divided over new RAEU bill

A recent Québec govern- 
ment draft law on the student 
movement bill will get first 
reading in the National 
Assembly next month. Mean- 
while, the proposed law is 
deepening rifts between 
Québec national student 
associations. 

Proposed by le Regroupe- 
ment des associations étu- 
diantes universitaires (RAEU), 
the "Law Pertaining to 
Québec Student Associations" 
was rejected last weekend by 
another student group: At a 
conference l'Association na- 



tionale des étudiant(e)s du 
Québec (ANEQ) 
unananimously opposed the 
document, burning a copy in 
protest. 

. The law, if passed, will 
allow the Québcv government 
to regulate collection of stu- 
dent association fees and 
decide which associations 
should receive legal status and 
recognition. 

,Thc proposal has already 
been adopted by la Fédération 
des associations des 
étudiant(e)s collégiales du 
Quebec. 

The following is a summary 
of the bill's major points. 
•To gain official recognition, 
associations must be approved 



by a student general assembly. 
For schools with enrollment 
over 10,000, 20 per cent of 
students must ratify the 
association's application for 
legal status. Proportions in- 
crease: 50 per cent of the stu- 
dent population must approve 
an association in schools with 
under 700 students. 

McGill Student Society 
campus-wide elections con- 
sistently turn out less than 15 
per cent. A general assembly is 
in one place at a specific time, 
less -people can possibly at- 
tend. Under this law, the 
McGill Students' Society 
could never be legally incor- 
porated.

students are concerned is a 
myth," said Singal, who also 
sits on the APPC. 

The McGill Administration 
describes the McGill "govern- 
ment" as "collégial" — which 
technically means that everyone 
is supposed to have some say in 
what happens. 

According to collegiality, 
students are supposed to par- 
ticipate in the decision-making 
process. This document had no 
direct student input and pro- 
vides for little future input. 

"There is a clear danger that 
if this document is approved as 
is, it will become the guide to 
planning. The problem is that 
the document can be interpreted 
as following a two-tier system 
of collegiality — one for the 
staff and the administration and 
another for the students," said 
Singal. 

Principal Johnston disagreed 
saying, "This document is a col- 
légial one. There is no student 
vs. administration polarisation 
here at McGill." 

However, the document 
recommends that many reports 
of departmental priorities and 
budget decisions not to be made 
available to students. 

"The long-term planning 
process and philosophical ideas 
are available to students 
through Senate and the APPC, 
but the real decisions im- 
plemented are not. 

"These decisions go only to 
the Principal's Advisory Group, 
the Budget Planning Group and 
the APPC's Subcommittee on 
Planning and Priorities. All of 
these groups have no student 
representation," added Singal. 

According to Stansbury, "on

American ambassador to 
Canada Paul Robinson .enter- 
tained McGill Wednesday at a 
speech before 200 students. 

McGill student Pugwash bill- 
ed the Leacock 232 s peach as 
Canadian defense policy, 
Robinson spent much of his 
time praising Canadian- 
American relations. 

"Our men get along well with 
the Canadian authorities. We 
have a lot in common," he said. 

Few conflicts exist between 
the two countries he said. He 
praised the "unguarded fron- 
tier" between Canada and the 
United States, the common 
language and literature, as well 
as "our profitable trade rela- 
tionship." 



"America is Canada's best 
customer and Canada is 
America's best customer," he 
said. 

"Acid rain," he said, "is 
something we do to each other. 
We are not dragging our feet 
and we're not going to protect 
industy at the expense of the en- 
vironment just as we are not go- 
ing to destroy industry for the 
sake of an environment of at- 
titudes." 

Turning to defense, he said, 
"In our defense policy, we want 
to find alternative pathways to 
peace. Since June 1940, the 
U.S.S.R. embarked on a policy 
of unprecedented territorial ag- 
grandisement. ..Of course we've 
seen Afghanistan, but also look 
at Angola and South Yemen.

Mulroney vs. whigs

Brian Mulroney was greeted 
by a standing ovation from 100 
Progressive Conservative 
students when he spoke in the 
Union Building yesterday after- 
noon. 

In a speech sponsered by PC 
McGill, Mulroney attacked 
Liberal mismanagement and 
warned much work must be 
done to straighten out the 
economic mess. 

The government will never 
again be able to support higher 
education as it has in the past 
due to lack of money said 
Mulroney, so "excellence will 
have to be maintained by 
volunteerism and volunteerism 
alone." . . 

Mulroney, who got his law 
degree at Laval, said "I'm 
delighted to be back in a univer- 
sity setting, though I'm never 
far away." 

Referring to the national 
debt, Mulroney said Canadians 
will have a huge mortgage to 
pay on thé country they will in- 
herit from the Liberals. "When 
you are sixty," he told students, 



"you will not have even begun, 
to pay off the interest in the $30 
billion dollar mortgage. 

"Don't misunderstand me. 
The Liberals aren't evil, they're 
really not. They are just in- 
competent," said Mulroney, 
former president" of Iron Ore 
Canada. 

Mulroney believes research 
and development are areas that 
have been, but should not be, 
seriously neglected. 

He added the Armed Forces 
need a considerable build-up. 
"I want the Armed Forces to be 
a first class operation. And I'm 
not a bit concerned with being 
labeled a Ronald Reagan," he 
said'. . 

During the press conference 
after the speech, reporters asked 
Mulroney about the tactics used 
to recruit supporters. He said he 
was "somewhat dismayed with 
the way in which these incidents 
were portrayed in the press." 

He added the incidents occur- 
red with other candidates as 
well, but said "it doesn't do 
much for the party image."

forces in the world today?" 
Robinson asked the audience. 

"The U.S. is outnumbered 2-1 
in tactical air force, 3-1 in navy 
fleet, 4-1 in field artillery, and 
3-1 in tanks and armoured per- 
sonnel carriers," he said. 
"These are the facts, ladies and 
gentlemen." 

Asked whether the U.S. has 
been basing its defense only on 
nuclear weaponry, Robinson 
agreed the country has been, 
but "we have fallen behind in 
that area now as well." 

Another student said recent 
fighting between Israel and 
Syria proved American conven- 
tional arms are far superior in 
quality to Soviet-built equip- 
ment. 

Robinson replied Israeli 
superiority was due to the coun- 
try's soldiers. "They're damned 
good fighters," he said. 

Though claiming America 
was behind, he said, "We try to 
have superior weapons as we try 
to have superior men." 

"What if we spend nothing 
for defense and our adversaries 
attacked us — we'd lose 
everything. But if we spend a lot 
on defense, and they don't at- 
tack us, then all we'll lose is 
money." 

Robinson called the Cruise a 

necessary weapon to keep pace 

with the Soviets, and a bargain-

Salvadorean denies Soviet aid

Reports of Soviet aid to 
Salvadorean revolutionary 
groups are totally unfounded,

Oscar Dada, representative of 
the Frehte Democratica Revolu- 
cionaria (FDR), spoke Tuesday 
at Centre St-Pierre in east Mon- 
tréal. 

"We are against all foreign 
intervention in the interior of 
Salvador. The Front wants 
dialogue with the government," 
he said. 

Dada said thç FDR gets arms 
itself through the black market, 
raiding government .arsenals 
and recuperating arms from the 
Salvadorean Army. 

"We use no arms from the 
Soviet Union, as the United 
States says we do. We don't 
need military aid from other

countries. It's a national move- 
ment," he said. 

Asked whether the destruc- 
tion caused by the revolutionary 
to the . Canadian groups is as bad as that of the 
ve from one of the government, Dada said, "The 
destruction of our country is 
much worse by the Salvadorean 
Army. Destruction is a bad 
thing, but if we do something 
it's because of a unit of the ar- 
my. For example, we can't use 
certain roads, because they are 
occupied (by troops)," he said.

Dada said the FDR received 
no international aid. "The army 
does not let us get any Red 
Cross supplies or anything else 
that is sent to us," he said. 

In a press release FDR sup- 
porters wrote, "The Reagan ad- 
ministration.. .has tried to ob- 
tain an additional SI 10 million 
in military aid for the 
Salvadorean government, it is 
financing and training ex-

In light of recent American 
reinforcements in Central 
America, Dada said "I'm not 
sure what is going to happen, 
but we'll continue the war Presi- 
dent Reagan wants." 

"Negotiation with the 
government will be more dif- 
ficult after this, however," he . 
added. 

Dada is in Canada campaign- 
ing for donations for his 
organisation. "The money will 
be used for civic and 
agricultural efforts. These pro- 
jects are very important because 
the Salvadorean army doesn't 
want us to develop our own pro- 
duction methods. But we have a 
responsibility to these 
projects."

McGill PCs met on Monday 
evening in Leacock 313 to elect 
their three delegates to the con- 
vention. 

The unusually large group of 
40 members waited almost 45 
minutes before being admitted 
to the meeting — represen- 
tatives of the party's three 
camps, Blaikie, Clark and 
Mulroney-, had official 
observers at the door, checking 
the identification and party 
membership of people entering. 
A special representative of the 
party's elections scrutineering 
committee attended the 
meeting. 

After twenty minutes of 
bickering between factions 
about what screening pro- 
cedures to follow, two full slates 
of delegates and alternates were 
presented for election. 

The 'friends of Brian 
Mulroney' presented three can- 
didates for delegate positions 
and three people for alternate 
positions. 

Clark supporters teamed up 
with Blaikie's people to present 
an unusual joint slate. 

"We've seen in Clark a man 
who. admits he's made mistakes, 
who admits he's falliable," said 
Clark delegate Brian Pell. "He 
leads by consensus and we 
should stick with him." 

"I've spoken to just about 
every one of you before this 
meeting," said Mark 
Yakabuski, Mulroney can- 
didate. "This election is impor- 
tant to this club and to Canada. 
Only one candidate — Brian 



Mulroney — can win and 
become the next Prime Minister 
of Canada so I'd like to ask you 
to vote en bloc for Yakabuski, 
Proudman and Theotikas." 

Enough people followed 
Yakabuski's call to give his 
group a close victory for all 
three Mulroney candidates by 
votes of 22, 23 and 21 against 
20, 17 and 17. 

The next night everybody 
changed hats, location and 
political alliances for the St. 
Jacques riding association 
youth delegate elections. 

The youth — every PC 
member under thirty — met in 
the basement of the McGill Stu- 
dent Union building to select 
two delegates and two alternates 
to the leadership convention 
(Many of the PC McGill 
members arc also members of 
the St. Jacques riding associa- 
tion). 

Identification showing both 
address and a photograph was 
demanded at the door. 

Supporters of all camps hud- 
dled in conspiratorial groups. 
By the start of the meeting the 
Mulroney people realised they 
were not going to win; 

"It's ridiculous, we can't win • 
with those numbers in there," 
said Brian Mitchell, key 
Mulroney supporter and 
delegate candidate. 

The Mulroney people knew 
they had 20 committed votes 
out of the 50-odd people at the 
meeting. Defeat was certain 
unless they could swing a- last- 
minute deal.

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Red Cross... 



The Canadian Red Cross recently made public a communiqué asking certain 
groups (homosexuals, Haitian immigrants, drug addicts) to refrain from giving 
blood. According to the Red Cross, these groups are more likely than others to be 
carriers of a serious illness, whose causes are still largely unknown: "Acquired Im- 
munity Deficiency Syndrome (AIDS)", of which a thousand cases have been found 
in the USA, less than thirty in Canada and roughly fifteen in Montréal. 

The Red Cross decision has been widely commented upon in the media. Certain 
people have seen fit to oversimply and sensationalize the issue. For instance, in 
more than one case, the recommendation of the Red Cross has somehow become a 
prohibition, pure and simple. 

Because most AIDS victims identified so far have been gay men, and despite the 
fact that other, non-gay individuals have equally been affected, AIDS has become 
commonly associated, in public perceptions, with the homosexual minority. The 
expression "gay plague" frequently used in the media, is eloquent testimony to 

We are prepared to believe that, in publishing its recommendation, the Red 
Cross had the best of intentions, wanting only to protect public health and safety, 
including that of groups deemed to be "high-risk" cases. However, we regret that 
the cavalier and irresponsible attitude of much of the media has made them ignore 
many nuances contained in the recommendation. Nonetheless, due to its am- 
biguous nature, the Red Cross* communiqué has given rise to abusive interpreta- 
tions and thus constituted, to say the least, a regretable and imprudent mistake. 

It is no doubt understanable that researchers, finding a considerable proportion 
of homosexuals, Haitians and drug users among the known victims of AIDS 
should have worked out hypotheses relating to these groups. Nevertheless, it is 
highly irresponsible and, at the current state of research into thematter, frankly in- 
credible to have polarized attention to such a degree on still unconfirmed hyp- 
theses, and to have for all practical purposes extrapolated in such a summary way 
and designated all members of these three groups as "highrrisks." 

In asking the members of these minority groups to refrain from donating blood 
to avoid the risk of contamination the Red Cross' decision, perhaps unintentional- 
ly,has just the same made a pernicious insinuation:, these minorities, to whom 
belong many of the people suffering from a serious disease, have been transformed 
in a global way into "apprehended agressors" of the majority. Such an insinuation 
can only increase thelracial prejudice already present in society, and imperil the 
laborious efforts of hitherto marginalized groups, more particularly the gay and 
lesbian communities to achieve our right to be different and live differently. 

As representatives of organizations rooted in that community, we wish to assure 
the researchers of the "Québec AIDS Committee" of our cooperation. We also in- 
tend to remain vigilant and to remind them that the goal is to treat and eliminate an 
illness, and not to make scapegoats out of the minority groups whom its victims 
might happen to belong to.

The concept of "tact" has a political dimension. This is something the Red 
Cross has failed to recognise. If one looks closely at the groups whom the Red 
Cross has "requested" not donate blood, they may as easily be referred to as the 
poor, the despised, and the marginals. 

As a gay man, not to mention a blood donor, I find myself in an awkward posi- 
tion. What should I be feeling — anger or guilt? Trying to be honest with myself, 
anger predominates. I look back on what has happened in the past and I seethe. I 
am reminded of the process by which an innoculation against Hepatitis B was ar- 
rived at. Gay men (again, a "high-risk" group) were asked to participate in an ex- 
periment to test a vaccine that would, hopefully, prevent Hepatitis. The experi- 
ment was successful — and now gay men are told that they are "a low priority in 
receiving the vaccine" and that medicare "doesn't cover health risks associated 
with lifestyles." 

On a personal, emotional level the Red Cross' pronouncement offends me, deep- 
ly. In a racist, homophobic and unaccepting society, the Red Cross* decision can 
do little but add fuel to the fires of bigotry and hatred. 

If I had a comment to make to the people who made the decision it would be a 
simple one — "For people who have developed an incredibly effective advertising 
campaign based on manipulating people's feelings and good intentions; you've 
really fucked -up. You've managed to insult, to hurt a large proportion of the 
population — and you don't even stop to consider how or why."

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Diaphragms as' good as pill 
To the Daily: 

As co-author of the article on the pill 
published in the Daily's Special Issue on 
Women, I would like to respond to the 
letter you received from Mariam Pal. 

I am afraid it is not Mr. Reusing and 
myself who are misinformed on the 
issue, but the author of the letter. 
Women and the Crisis in Sex Hormones 
was first published in August, 1977, not 
in 1970 as she claims. Furthermore, the 
information on the diaphragm it con- 
tains has not been substantiated by more 
recent studies. The Seaman book was 
not the only source we consulted: we 
quoted from it because we felt it express- 
ed our point of view in the clearest 
terms. Neither the Scamans nor we have 
ever said that the average failure rate of 
the diaphragm was less than one per- 
cent. We said that a -properly fitted 
diaphragm, used correctly and con- 
sistently, could provide protection 
equivalent to that of the pill, with a suc- 
cess rate of 99 percent. Women with 
badly fitted diaphragms, and those who 
use them irregularly, will, of course, not 
receive such protection. 



Sadly, Ms. Pal's letter only serves to 
strengthen our main point: the phar- 
maceutical industry has brainwashed 
women into accepting chemical con- 
traception and taught them to fear 
harmless and equally effective-barrier 
methods.

Faced with financial cutbacks and the 
expansion of Pay TV, the future. of^

bleak. The most important pillars of 
support for .Canadian cinema, the Na- 
tional Film Board and the CBC, are fac- 
ed with serious dilemmas. 

The NFB, which expanded during the 
late sixties, has become an organization 
with numerous employees, but little 
work due to dwindling funds.

Experiment with form fails

Michel Tremblay wrote A 
toi, pour toujours, ta 
Marie-Lou 'sous forme 
d'un quatuorà cordes—parlé', 
after being particularly impress-, 
ed by a Brahms string quartet. 
That the play has an evident 
musical structure does not, 
however, necessarily mean that 
it is suited to being set to music, 
or that it improves with such 
treatment. In fact, the contrary 
was painfully evident in last 
week's Le Théâtre populaire du 
Québec production of the play 
at the Centaur Theatre. 

Tremblay's saga of family 
discord, sexual frustration, 
twisted religion and economic 
deprivation owes much of its 
power to the intersecting 
dialogues of title character 
Marie-Lou and her husband 
Léopold, and their daughters 
Manon and Carmen. Dead ten 
years ago in a suicidal car crash, 
Marie-Lou and Leopold's litany 
of hopelessness and mutual 
recrimination occurs in 
flashbacks which punctuate the 
interchange in the present ' 
ween their two daughters. 

Carmen has escaped her past 
and works as a country-western 
singer in the Rodéo bar on 
Montréal's Main. She has 
returned home to urge sister 
Manon to free herself from her 
masochistic and soul-destroying 



obsession with the past, which is 
both the source and reinforce- 
ment of her fears. 

The play is powerful, lyrical, 
humourous and emotionally 
wrenching, and it manages to be 
all these things through 
dialogue alone. The characters 
remain largely immobile 
throughout the play, and their 
interaction is purely verbal. 
Marie-Lou is thus dependent 
for success on the actors' in- 
tense understanding of 
character, and mastery of the 
interlocking dialogues in which 
present and past are intertwin- 
ed, giving an effect of depth and 
evoking resonances that are tru- 
ly musical. 

Paradoxically, director An- 
dré Montmorency has stripped 
Marie-Lou of its musical 
qualities by setting to music and 
having the actors sing the 
flashback dialogues between 
Marie-Lou and Léopold. 
Robert Marien's atonal, often 
cacophonous music evidently is 
intended to reflect the jarring 
emotions of the piece, but what 
it really does is gut it of some of 
s most vital elements. 
During these flashbacks, the 
root causes of the alienation 
and mutual hostility of Marie- 
Lou and Léopold are gradually 
revealed, and the complex rela- 
tions between them, and among 
the family, are unravelled. As 



sung in the present production, 
these crucial dialogues are flat 
and devoid of emotional 
nuances, , and descend 
dangerously close to bathos. 
Actors Pierre Dufrcsnc as 
Léopold and Nicole Leblanc as 
Marie-Lou strive mightily with 
their musical numbers, but are 
hard pressed to convey the kind 
of emotional credibility that can 
be achieved in spoken dialogue, 
especially since they are obliged 
to sing along with their own 
taped (and over-amplified) 
voices. 

Fortunately, not all the in- 
teraction between Marie-Lou 
and Léopold is sung, and 
Dufresne and Leblanc turn in 
strong and subtly-shaded per- 
formances. Danielle Fichaud 
also is striking as the pinched, 
neurotic Manon. Louise Bour- 
que's Carmen is adequate, 
although less emotioanlly com- 
plex than one would wish. It 
really is difficult to picture her 
as a star of the Rodéo, despite 
the fact that her last soliloquy is 
delivered in the form of a 
country-western song. 

Michel Demers' production 
design provides a visually 
powerful stage environment. 
The set is particulary effective 
— a cage of scaffolding under 
which Léopold is surrounded by 
a sea of quart beer bottles, and 
Marie-Lou similarly imprisoned 
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by a grid supporting in- 
numerable votive candles. 
. From the point of view of its 
dramatic structure, intense and 
lyrical language, and successful 
realization of four complex 
characters, A toi, pour tou- 
jours, ta Marie-Lou is probably 
Tremblay's best play to date. 
The Théâtre populaire' s Marie- 
Lou would deserve high marks 
for its innovative production 
values, were it not for the fact 
that they detract from the im- 
pact of the play, shifting the 
focus from the characters to the 
theatrical aspects of the produc- 
tion in and for. themselves. The 
constant deflection of interest 
from content to form distorts a 



play which has a stark purity all 
its own, and needs no such gim- 
micks to move its audience or 
get its message across. 

The Théâtre populaire pro- 
duction is a bold experiement, 
but one which originates in a 
mistaken premise — that a 
dramatic vehicle which is based 
on musical structure is enhanc- 
ed by taking it one step further, 
into the realm of opera.

Gays make inroads 
into the church

The woman leaned forward 
,and said, "Actually, I'm amaz- 
ed how much Chistianity is 
discussed here." 

On a couch across the crowd- 
ed room, a couple of men jested 
and a third studied some scien- 
tific tables. A banner declaring 
UBC Gays and Lesbians, 
covered an entire wall. 

"I think the interest revovles 
- around how churches — both 
gay and straight — are reacting 
to gays and lesbians," the 
woman continued. "Most peo- 
ple involved want to make a bet- 
ter church, a truly Christian 
church." 

The increasing participation 
of gays and lesbians in the 
established churches is challeng- 
ing traditional Christian doc- 
trines. This revaluation of gays 
and Christianity extends beyond 
gay and lesbian clubs, to 
theologians of many denomina- 
tions. 

"Homosexuality is not a 
sin." said one United Church 
ministry candidate, who wished 
to remain anonymous. She 



preached at a University of B.C. 
service for gays and lesbians, 
saying that biblical literature's 
attitude towards homosexuality 
is misinterpreted. 

"I once told a woman who 
claimed the Bible forbade 
homosexuality that Biblical 
scholars now say the Bible docs 
not explicitly forbid homosex- 
uality. She just said *I don't 
care what the Bible says. I just 
know it's wrong." 

Another United Church can- 
didate, Bill Siksay, agreed with 
her. "To forbid homosexual 
oriented people to make serious 
commitments to each other con- 
stitutes a sin." 

Bothe candidates arc 
dedicated to the United Church 
which is completing a con- 
troversial report on sexuality, 
titled In the Image of God: 
Male and Female. The report 
favors the recognition of 
homosexual orientation. 

The United Church is also 
completing a report on the 
possible ordination of gays, and 
recently accepted an openly gay 
person as a ministry candidate.

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Cutter's final

"Do your duty, officer. Du- 
ty's something I know about," 
remarks Cutter as the police of- 
ficer is on the verge of citing 
him for an expired driver's 
license. 

Duty is ccrtainy something 
Cutter, a Vietnam veteran, 
knows — he's lost an eye, an 
arm and a leg in the line of duty. 
Now he has made it his own per- 
sonal duty to track down the 
murderer of a 17-year old 
cheerleader found stuffed in a 
trash can in a back alley of San- 
ta Barbara. 

The main suspect is an oil 
magnate, whom Cutter's best 
friend, Bone, may or may not 
have seen dumping the girl's 
body after Bone's car breaks 
I down in the alley way. When 
Cutter refers to Bone as Ishmael 
one realizes that Cutter is like a 
modern day Captain Ahab go- 
ing after his Moby Dick. 

Cutter's Way is a story of 
revenge; a thriller that leaves as 
many questions ..unanswered as 
it asks. A strong sense of am- 
I biguity prevails throughout the 
I film as the division between 
I reality and imagination 
becomes less distinguishable; 
nothing is clear-cut. 

This holds true for the three 
principles: Cutter, his wife Mo, 
and Bone. Any explanation of 
• their pasts is avoided; it suffices 
I that, these three have been 
brought together at a certain 
point in time. As the film un- 
folds, the characters reveal 
themselves but never enough to 
define themselves. 

The crippled Cutter (master- 
fully played by John Heard) Is 
angry and bitter, and 
understandably -so. Deformed 
by a historical event, he spends 
most of his time drinking, 
presumably to'forget his past. 
Bone (Jeff Bridges), a fading 
golden boy, is the 60s drop-out, 
cum beach bum, who goes sail- ' 
ing whenever he wants to elude 
responsibility. Whereas - Mo 
(Lisa Eichhorn) stoically bears 
the burden of her husband with 
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the aid of alcohol and the dream 
that Prince Charming will carry 
her away one of these days. 

Directed by Czech émigré 
Ivan Passer, Cutter's Way was 
first released as Cutter and 
Bone in March 1981, but was 
literally pulled off the market 
after one week due to an un- 
favourable review in the New 
York Times. In light of 
Cimino's Heaven Gate fiasco, 
United Artists was taking no 
risks. Unfortunately United Ar- 
tists did not wait for the critics 
in the weeklies, some of whom 
hailed the Him as the most irh-r 
portant American Him of that 
ye'ar. Since then the film, retitl- 
ed Cutter's Way, has been 
shown in certain US cities (win- 
ning three awards at the 1981 
Houston Film Festival) and 
even enjoyed a successful run in 
Europe. 



Based on Newton 
Thornburg's highly praised 
novel Cutter and Bone, the film 
deals with the traumatic effects 
of the Vietnam War on the 
American psyche. Though the 
film is not explicitly about Viet- 
nam, it does however allow the 
audience to inject its own ex- 
perience of the war,- thereby 
gaining an inferred understan- 
ding of the psychological scars. 

The film possesses a distinct 
European style. Passer is a 
refined craftsman, who has 
pieced- together an intricate puz- 
zle in sharp focus, so that the 
haziness of the depicted "reali- 
ty" becomes even more disturb- 
ing. 



Cutter's Way opens on April 8 
and will run until April 16 at the 
New Yorker (5380 St. Laurent).

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Montreal theatre: 
change, growth 
and getting better

The 1982-83 theatre season in 
Montréal rather surprisingly 
yielded a fair number of well- 
crafted and innovative original produc- 
tions. The following is a personal selec- 
tion of some of the hits and misses of the 
past year. 

The established French theatres, feel- 
ing the economic pinch and fearful of 
falling audience attendance figures, 
featured 'safe' productions of contem- 
porary American works by the likes of 
Neil Simon, as well as the usual mix of 
old classics, contemporary classics, and 
jieces from the Québec repertoire. In an 




attempt to hit all the bases, the Théâtre' 
du Nouveau Monde is currenty hosting 
the National Arts Centre production of 
Chekhov's Uncle Vanya, translated by 
Québec's favourite son Michel 
Tremblay. 

Another popular figure in Québec 
theatre, Jean-Pierre Ronfard, followed 
last year's very successful monumental 
six-play cycle, La vie et mort du roi 
boiteux, with La Mandragore, a light- 
hearted and expert adaptation of 
Machiavclli's, classic sex-farec La Man- 
dragola. 

Ronfard's lush dramatic spectacle is 
at one end of the theatrical spectrum, 
about as far away as one can get from 
the minimalist values practiced by Le 
Théâtre d'Aujourd'hui. Here, two very 
talented young actors, fresh out of 
drama school, turned in virtuoso perfor- 
mances in Roméo et Julien, a witty ex- 
amination of male stereotypes and male 
bonding. Le Théâtre d'Aujourd'hui's 
bid to acquire the old Comédie Na- 
tionale, which would provide a larger 
and more versatile (and, from the au- 
dience's point of view, niore comfor- 
table) playing space, is unfortunately 
z still on hold. The problem is lack of pro- 
vincial government funding for this 
longtime bastion and supporter of 
Québécois drama. 

The Théâtre Experimental des 
Femmes continued to support 
and encourage women's theatre, 
and the season produced one sure hit, 
Francine Tougas* Grandir, a charming 
collage of vignettes about the growth of 
Tougas' child and of the actress herself, 
through her experiences as a mother. 

Not so successful was Le rire de 
l'étrangère, an ambitious attempt to 
dramatize the writings of Suzanne 
Lcvesque. Despite the valiant, indeed 
almost hyperactive efforts of the ac- 
tresses, Le rire offered proof positive of 
the dangers of assuming the suitability 
of non-dramatic material for the stage. 



Le rire also pointed out a weakness of 
the Théâtre Experimental — the tenden- 
cy to encourage works which have a pro- 
pagandistic edge, and preach to the 
(usually fully-converted) audience. The 
theatre space itself is charming and quite 
versatile, and great credit is due the 
dedicated and energetic group of women 
who keep the Théâtre Experimental go- 
ing. 

This year, the Théâtre Populaire 
du Québec has been touring the 
province with, among other 
things, revivals of two 'classics' of the 
young Québécois theatrical repertoire — 
Jean-Claude Germain's Un pays dont la 
devise est je m'oublie and Michel 
Trcmblay's A toi, pour toujours, ta 
Marie-Lou. Both plays were written dur- 
ing a period of social and political fer- 
ment in Québec, which has since cooled 
considerably. 

Trcmblay's work stands the test of 
time better than Germain's. Despite its 
obvious, almost allegorical relevance to 
Québec politics and society, Marie-Lou 
is firstly a richly structured and intense 
examination of character, and ony 
secondly a political parable. Unfor- 
tunately, director André Montmorency 
chose to extrapolate the play's inherent- 
ly musical structure into a production in 
which some of the key soliloquies and 
dialogues were sung. The results were in- 
felicitous, a gimmicky approach to a 
play that needs no such propping up. 
For those interested, this production is 
currently on tour, and will be presented 
on April 6 at the CEGEP Edouard- 
Montpctit in Longeuil, and April 8 at 
the CEGEP Maisonncuvc. 

Germain's Un pays dont is a frankly 
didactic piece in which a variety of 
Québécois stereotypes encounter a 
gallery of equally-stereotypical French 
and English imperialists. The results arc 
often hilarious but occasionally long- 
winded and preachy. The two actors in 
the Théâtre Populaire production did a 
masterful job, carrying the play over its 
politically-dated stretches. 

In the shrinking and not terribly 
exciting world of English theatre 
in Montréal, local favourite 
David Fennario's eagerly-awaited play 




Moving demonstrated tTïâï^vnen 
theatrical realism and a message best 
suited to a morality play meet, 
something has to give. In this case, solid 
characterization and credible motivation 
and interaction went by the boards in 
order to accommodate Fennario's rather 
simplistic prescription for his characters' 
problems. 
Student productions abounded, offer- 




ing a selection of plays which ran the 
tmut of dramatic periods and styles, 
i icGill Drama's controversial produc- 
tion of Tlie Importance of Being Earnest 
was a witty and engaging treatment of 
Wilde's play. The cast on the whole 
handled the sparkling verbal interlay 
with intellig ence and style. The ' 



in- 




famous set, staggeringly lavish for a stu- 
dent production, was definitely a star of 
the show in its own right. 

Over at Concordia,, the drama 
students redeemed an execrable first- 
term production of Chekhov's Uncle 
Vanya with an endearingly campy ver- 
sion of William Wycherley's Restoration 
comedy The Country Wife. Styled in a 
punk-chic mode, the production accen- 
tuated the play's cynical wit and the ex- 
travagant hypocrisy of its characters, 
resulting in a thoroughly-entertaining 
evening of theatre. 

The students of the National Theatre 
School merit the greatest applause for 
their stunning recent production of 
Georg Buchner's Woyzeck. The im- 
aginative staging and ritualistic acting 
style were ideal for BUchncr's explora- 
tion of one man's alienation in a cynical 
and violent society. A brilliant decision 
was made in bringing in musician John 
Mills-Cockell to create and perform the 
live synthesizer music which so enhanced 
the production.' 
PTp here is still a great deal of activi- 
ty, and much to come, in Mon- 
trcal theatre. Michel Trcmblay's 
version of Uncle Vanya, at the Théâtre 



du Nouveau Monde, is probably a good 
bet, given the original material they arc 
working with, and the heavyweights in- 
volved — Jean-Louis Roy and Jean 
Gascon in the cast, with André Brassard 
directing. Currently at the Théâtre du 
Rideau Vert, Maillet meets Rabelais in 
Antonine Maillet's Panurge, ami du 
Pantagruel, and Léo Levesque's popular 
...quand j'y ai dit ca... a partie à rire. . . is 
on stage again at La Polonaise. 

Upcoming at the Théâtre Experimen- 
tal des Femmes, Pol Pellctier's La 
lumière blanche is worth watching for 
sometime in April or May — the 
theatre's promotional literature is vague 
as to the exact dates of the production. 
Pelletier is a feminist playwright who 
has garnered quite a reputation for her 
work, and is one of the founders of the 
Théâtre Experimental. 

Concordia Drama presents Arthur 
Kopit's Indians beginning April 7, in 
what sounds like an innovative produc- 
tion that extends beyond the walls of the 
theatre proper. 

André Brassard's version of A toi, 
pour toujours, ta Marie-Lou al Ottawa's 
National Arts Centre (not to be confus- 
ed with the Current Théâtre Populaire 
du Québec production) will undoubtedly 
be interesting, as this talented director 
tackles a play he first staged at its 
première in 1970. 

All in all, this has been a healthy and 
satisfying theatre season in Montréal, 
and jj's no; over vet.

W£â-& being politically dogmatic or 
artistically obscure. At the same time, it 
refuses to succumb to the temptation of 
subtly molding subculture into 
mainstream culture to cash in on the af- 
fluent youth market, as Rolling Stone 
did in the mid-1970's. 

Some of the best pieces from the last 
twenty-five years have been compiled by 
Voice staffer Geoffrey Stokes in the 
recently published Village Voice An- 
thology. It is currently available at The 
Redpath Library so student poverty is 
no excuse for not sampling this collec- 
tion of articles covering subjects as 
diverse as The Vietnam War, Vladimir 
Nabokov, and the perils of the New 
York subway. 

The Arts section of the Voice has 
always been, at least from my admitted- 
ly slanted perspective as a critic, the 
most innovative and influential part of 
the magazine. In his introduction, 
Stokes gives a succinct, if perhaps slight- 
ly self-congratulatory, appraisal of how 
the Voice developed "a new kind of 
cultural criticism" which "managed to 
avoid both the highbrow style of 
• academic journals and the determinedly 
lowbrow daily criticism without sinking 
into the inoffensive middlebrowness 
represented then (and still) by the Satur- 
day Review." 

The Arts portion of the anthology is 
generally representative of the Voice's 
critical style meaning,that it embodies a 
combination of numerous personal in- 
terjections, tough critical standards," and 
good writing. There's a good article by 
Andrew Sarris on the film-maker 
Preston Sturges, which is well-chosen 
since Sarris can often be a silly and ob- 
tuse film critic, and there's a hilarious 
attack on American academics by James 
Wolcott (Knowledge is Good? Intellec- 
tuals Bomb Out of Town). 

The only mistake here is Stokes' selec- 
tion of rock writing. Out of the three ar- 
ticles he chose, only Robert Christgau's 
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idea that to single out pornography as 
the problem rather than our aggressive 
patriarchal society which permits sexual 
assault is dangerous and can cause more 
sexual guilt for women. 

"1 imagine that in Utopia, porn would 
wither away with the state, heroin, and 
Coca-Cola. But for now the sexual im- 
pulses that pornography appeals to are 
part of virtually everyone's psychology. 
For obvious political and cultural 
reasons, nearly all porn is created by 
men for men; women are less likely to be 
consciously interested in pornography,

analysis of the Beatles break-up (in 
which he virtually psycho-analyzes John 
and Paul's lovelife) is worthy of entry.

Perhaps the best political-investigative 
piece is Lucien K. Truscott's "Mr. T. 



and Colonel Haig" which is an article 
based on Truscott's memories of being 
at West Point in the late 1960's when 
Haig was the commanding officer there. 
Truscott describes his frequent conflicts 
with his authoritarian commanding of- 
ficer which serve to reveal Haig's 
frighteningly neurotic psychic make-up. 

"Haig is the ultimate action /reaction, 
stimulus/response addict, a believer in 
total logic, a distruster of.. ..all those 
qualities that give man a context to live, 
a reason for being. For Haig, all that is 
necessary is action. The more direct, the 
better. For Haig, power is the simple 
establishment of authority by any means 
necessary. If some extraneous moral 
consideration gets in your way, step over 
it. If the stated goal of a policy.... seems 
to be compromised, forget it." 

But in spite of these examples of good 
journalism (and there are many other ar- 
ticles of similar quality in the 
anthology), there are flaws, some of 
which are perhaps intrinsic to the Voice 
style of reporting. 

Some of the articles have aged very 
badly. The worst examples are the pieces 
steeped in 1960's floweriness though 
these are fortunately few in number. 
This is a problem that faces any 
magazine or newspaper but the Voice is 
probably more susceptible to it due to its 
constant striving to be in tune with the 
times. 

Occasionally its political reporting is 
predictable in its liberal interpretation of 
events which often adds no real insight 
to the problems being chronicled. The 
worst political article in the anthology is 
a quasi-religious ode to Bobby Kennedy 
by Jack Newfield. 

But these problems affect only a 
minority of the articles that Stokes has 
selected proving that Stokes is an able 
editor since any casual reader of the 
Voice will know that most issues contain 
as much seedy dregs as they do draughts 
of lasting taste and quality. 

The Village Voice Anthology is 
something like an extended ideal issue of 
The Village Voice. It serves as a good in- 
troduction to Voice writing for 
neophytes and is equally valuable for 
veteran Voice readers who will probably 
be persuaded by the timelessness of the 
best Voice articles. 
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Original choreography and variety herald this year's revival of the McGill Con- 
temporary Dance Workshop. Returning from a one year hiatus the group is in a do 
or die bind: if this year's show does not succeed then it will not continue next year. 
This due to low funds according to Andrew Johnson, production manager, also 
director of the show.

Imagine a chess variation 
which- allows each player a 
legion of pawns to be introduc- 
ed at will during the course of a 
match. The game would be in- 
terminably slow, the result 
would be a draw and astute 
observers would declare it a 
fruitless effort, if not a colossal 
waste of time. 



RCMP security forces and 
Soviet personnel play out the 
spy game in Canada using this 
same variation, with pretty 
much the same results. Each 
side has a ready supply of 
pawns and a seemingly endless 
preoccupation for making 
moves and countermoves that in 
effect achieve little. 

John Sawatsky has dealt a 
hard hitting blow to the reputa- 
tion of the RCMP's Security 
Service Branch with the publica- 
tion of For Services Rendered. 
He shows clearly that not only 
did the RCMP fail to get their 
men, but that they spent a great 
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amount of time and money 
chasing shadows. 

The book chronicles in 
highly-detailed, case-by-case 
fashion a non-commissioned of- 
ficer with Security Service. For 
much of his tenure Bennett 
directed the activities of the 
RCMP's Russian Desk, con-, 
trolling Canadian counter- 
espionage efforts. 

As chief spy-catcher, Ben- 
nett's job was to analyze what 
espionage information was un- 
covered by the RCMP and then, 
to plot out a response which 
should have ultimately revealed 
Soviet reconnaissance efforts. 
Unfortunately for Bennett, his 
men had very little success at 
catching spies red-handed (an 
apt phrase that). What triumphs 
the Security Service had were in- 
significant to the point of being 
trivial. 

In the most important cases, 
the Soviets eluded the ever- 
valiant Mountics with almost 
psychic ease — just as if they 
knew what the force's next 
move might be. Finally, Ben- 
nett, who had an impeccable 
work record, fell under suspi- 
cion of being a KGB mole. His 
RC MP . .colleagues decid ed 
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somebody had to be responsible 
for their lack of success and 
nominated Bennett as the Judas 
in their ranks. 

He was interrogated 
thoroughly and, though none of 
the allegations were ever pro- 
ven, he eventually resigned his 
position and left Canada very 
much the condemned figure. 
Sawatsky supplies his readers 
with enough information that 
they may believe it possible that 
Bennett was a spy. 

Two very different interpreta- 
tions can be drawn about For 
Sévices Rendered. For those 
people who believe that the 
West can never be too watchful 
in the face of the "ever- 
advancing Communist threat," 
the book will provide ample 
grist for their reactionary mills. 
Most other readers will come 
away believing that both the ef- 
ficiency and effectiveness of 
Canada's national police force 
has been seriously challenged.

"The (forthcoming) report 
will probably be accepted by 
1986," Siksay said. "It will say 
sexual orientation is given but 
that homosexuals must remain 
celibate." 

Other chuches are at varying 
stages in the discussion of 
Christianity and sexual 
preference. The vocal 
evangelical churches consider 
homosexuality to be sinful. 

"Paul classifies homosexuali- 
ty as a 'degrading passion' and 
an abandonment of natural 
functions" according to UBC 
Baptist chaplain Keith D'Eall. 

D'Eall said hell is the ultimate 
punishment for all sinners, in- 
cluding homosexuals. He said 
he believes homosexuality is 
taught and probably, results 
from all society's sins. 

The Roman Catholic Church, 
Canada's largest, is less strict 
towards gays. 
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Brunon Tesolin, another 
UBC chaplain, said Catholics 
accept the concept of homosex- 
uality, but consider homosexual 
acts sinful. "Homosexual- 
oriented people are accepted in- 
to religious communities pro- 
vided they're just as celibate as I 
am," Tesolin said. 

Canada's second largest 
church, Anglican, goes another 
step step and ordains celibate 
homosexual priests. The church 
generally ignores people's sex- 
ual preference if they arc 
discreet, said Anglican chaplain 
George' Herm anson . 

All churches are moving 
slowly on the issue of-gay rights 
and gay participation, but when 
they do take a stand it will have 
a considerable social impact, 
both Hermanson and Tesolin 
agreed. * ^ 

"If the church moves in the 
direction of accepting homosex- 
uality, society is likely to 
follow," Hermanson said.

The issue was referred to an 
ad hoc building committee com- 
posed of four professors, the 
dean and a ' professional ar- 
chitect and law student, Howie 
Clavier. 

At the meeting, the Dean said 
the committee endorsed "unen- 
thousiastically " the proposal to 
subdivide several seminar 
rooms to provide more office 
space and smaller classrooms, 
all of which will eventually be 
torn down when the library is 
extended. The construction will 
cost $45,000.. 

Briarly said, "As far as I'm 
concerned, this is a decision to 
be made by the dean." 

However, the architect's 
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recommendations, which had 
been submitted to the commit- 
tee, were not given to the Coun- 
cil. Clavier had opposed most 
of the proposal. 

Clavier had not been inform- 
ed of the meeting or notified the 
item was on the agenda. He was 
asked to attend by LSA Presi- 
dent Roger Cutler. 

Cutler said he "found the 
selection of information given, 
to Council an insult to Clavier 
and Council." 

He added that it implied 
Council was a rubber-stamp for 
the Dean's decisions. At. the 
meeting, Council members ask- 
ed him to present his own 
recommendations.

•Student associations must de- 
fend students filing grievances, 
absorbing up to 75 per cent of 
the court costs if asked. 

Few associations, especially 
CEGEPs, could financially han- 
dle this load. 

•The government may only 
recognise accredited associa- 
tions, or those who have gone 
through a government- 
established process and received 
a certificate of accreditation. 
•The students of accredited 
associations must be consulted 
on administration decisions. 

The document does not 
specify how many student 
representatives there must be 
nor does it establish a system of 
representation based on popula- 
tion. Considering the proposal 
is otherwise so specific — detail- 
ing how many phone lines and 
metres of space student associa- 
tions may have — this is an im- 
portant omission. 
•Associations will have optional 
fee structures, allowing students 
to demand their fees back. 

There would, of course, be no 



way to ensure that those 
students who don't pay don't 
still receive the benefits or ser- 
vices of the association. This 
cahnge would financially 
jeopardise most associations. 
•In order for a national associa- 
tion to exist, it must represent 
20 per cent of either college or 
university students, not a com- 
bination of the two. 

No Québec student associa- 
tion has ever represented 20 per 
:ent of one group of students. 
This point would make the cur- 
rently non-existent provincial 
solidarity more difficult. The 
quota also decreases the effec- 
tiveness of an overall movement 
of all post-secondary students. 

•Bursaries will be given to stu- 
dent movement activists. 

However, the document 
establishes no new funds. Past 
practice has been to decrease the 
total bursary expenditure by the 
amount alloted student leaders, 
taking money from one student 
and giving it to another. 
•Fines of $50-5200 dollars a day 
for individuals and S1500-S2OOO 



a day for associations for in- 
fractions of the law. 

Referring to company incor- 
poration for non-profit groups, 
RAEU executive member Ber- 
nard Morin defended his 
organisations's proposal 
because, "there is already a law 
that regulates student associa- 
tions. 

"This is an attempt to keep 
the associations alive and give 
them the power to live. Right 
now thé majority of associa- 
tions are in trouble," he said. 

He said ANEQ's rejection of 
the document shows the group's *

method of operation. "Students 
are not workers and they should 
not try to gain their rights the 
same way," he said. 

ANEQ executive member Syl- 
vain de Lagucrre said, "This is 
something never before seen in 
the student movement. It is very 
arbitrary. It also regulates the 
way associations can negotiate 
with the administration." 



Another ANEQ executive 
member Joanne Muzzo said, 
"It seems RAEU is doing 
everything the same as the PQ. 

The arbitrary quorum rules 
set out are confusing. Reasons 
for choosing numbers of 30 per 
cent, 40 per cent or 50 per cent 
for stipulations in the 
223-article proposal are not ex- 
plained. 

The scope of the document is 
frightening. If passed, it will 
allow the government to 
legislate almost everything stu- 
dent associations can do except 
how many paper clips to buy. 
The political ramifications arc 
also interesting. Several RAEU 
executives are allegedly involved 
in the PQs "Sommet de la 
jeuness" and at least one has 
declared his association with 
Levésquc's cabinet. 

As one McGill student 
representative commented; 
"It's' hard to believe this docu- 
ment was written by students, 
for students."

fessors arc left out loo, it's not 

only students. 

"When the subcommittee 
prepares a report to the APPC, 
there are confidential sections, 
and we have to guarantee that 
confidentiality because the 
reports contain people's per- 
sonal opinions. We also have to 
take into account who holds 
those opinions," he said. 

Although there is supposed to 
be a student on the Subcommit- 
tee for Planning and Priorities, 
the position is vacant. 
Therefore, there has been no 
student input into the docu- 
ment. 

"This document is effectively 
bypassing all students if none 
are on the subcommittee," said 
Singal. 

Stansbury disagreed saying, 
"this is not a procedure only for 
this year to bypass students — it 
is for years to come. We're not 
trying to take advantage of the 



fact that there is no student 
presently on the subcommittee 
this year. 

"If and when there is a stu- 
dent on it, he or she would 
know what was going on but 
couldn't report it to anyone, 
and that includes trie Daily" he 
retorted. 

"If we pretend everything is 
done in the open, there would 
have to be committees without 
students on them, and that 
wouldn't be collégial would it? 
It is difficult to strike a balance, 
you know," Stansbury added. 

According to Singal, "the 
fact that we have student 
representatives on the Board of 
Governors and Senate has tradi- 
tionally meant that McGill does 
not recognise such practice. If it 
is not the intention of the docu- 
ment to change the system, then 
it must clearly be stated so." 

The second part of the docu- 
ment will go to Senate for ap- 
proval next Wednesday.

ing chip to use at Geneva. He 
also claimed the U.S. was 
behind the U.S.S.R. in develop- 
ing the missiles.

One audience member asked 
whether the U.S. was destroying 
negotiation possiblitics for a 
nuclear freeze with the Soviets 
by developing the cruise, an 
unverifiable weapon. 

"The Cruise is very verifiable 
once it's in flight," Robinson 
said. "It only goes 500 miles an 
hour. Anyhow, the Soviets will 
see them once they're 
launched." 

However, another audience 
member said the Cruise was 
undetectable because it flies 
underneath radar and will be in- 
visible with Stealth technology. 

Robinson admitted the Cruise 
would then be undetectable, but 
said that for now, it was a 
verifiable weapon. 

He said the Americans 
wanted to test it in northern 
Alberta because that terrain was 
similar to the northern Siberian 
land-mass. 

Asked whether Ronald 
Reagan's Anti-Ballistic Missile 
proposal defied the Anti- 
Ballistic Missile Treaty 
Washington and Moscow sign- 
ed in the late 60s, Robinson 
said, "No, America is still 
respecting the treaty." 

Robinson claimed the treaty 
permits the development of the 
cruise but. not its deployment. 
He said deployment "won't 
happen for 15 years anyway." 

One student asked whether 
American policy in supporting 
repressive regimes in Central 
America is any better than 
Soviet policy in Afghanistan. 

Robinson replied by asking 
the audience rhetorically, "Can 
you think of a country in Cen- 
tral America where our policy 
supports dictatorships which 
violate human rights?" 

The replies rang out from all 
over the audience. "Guatemala. 
Honduras. El Salvador. The 
Dominican Republic. Chile. 
Belize. Costa Rica." 

Robinson persisted, "The on- 
ly reason for U.S. involvement 
in El Salvador is because we 
want free elections." 
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U.S. congressional reps argue at McGill

Two former U.S. Members of 
Congress — a Republican and a 
Democrat — calmly debated the 
massive nuclear arms stockpil- 
ing of the Soviets and 
Americans Tuesday night to an 
audience of approximately 250 
people in Leacock 132 . 

Toby Moffett, who describes, 
himself as a "liberal 
democrat," maintained "if we 
don't freeze now, we'll go 
straight down the road to 
destruction. It's a crazy race; we 
must stop it." 

Republican John LcBoutillier 
was introduced by moderator 
Gretta Chambers, a Gazette col- 
umnist, as "a conservative and 
a strong supporter of Reagan — 
but no longer a Congressman." 

"A freeze on nuclear 
weapons would be disadvan- 
tageous to ussince the Soviets 
are so far ahead, " LcBoutillier 
said. We arm to negotiate. If we 
don't, and the other side does, 
we won't be able to defend 
ourselves. 

"We will not be able to check 
if th e Soviets are conforming to 



the freeze. The Soviets have an 
advantage right now," the 
Republican said. "We 
shouldn't freeze until we have 
superiority, or even just parity, 
so we can use our strength to 
bargain." 

Moffett disagreed, saying 
"start negotiating when we're 
equal? Just what docs 'equal' 
mean? I'd rather risk not having 
complete verification (of the 
number of Soviet arms) and 
freezing now, rather than risk 
blowing ourselves up in a 
nuclear holocaust." 

According to LcBoutillier, 
the Soviets spend much more on 
defense than the US does. 
However, Moffett explained, 
"we spend exactly what we 
think they are spending or 
about to spend. 

"The money they are spen- 
ding now was determined in the 
sixties when they were at an 
enormous disadvantage. If you 
look at their projections for 
military spending in the 1970's 
for the 1990's, you see a stable 
rate of growth," Moffett said. 

"I think we should trv to put 
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ourselves in their shoes. I'd like 
to see how they view our quest 
for world domination and 
superiority in our foreign 
policy, not to. mention our 
military invasion in the Third 
World and our attempts for 
first strike capabilities seen in 
the MX (missile). 

"What are we trying to do?" 
asked Moffet. "Assume the 
East has no valid fears? It's all a 
question of how the two Super- 
powers perceive cachother. I 
don't believe the Soviets want to 
start a nuclear, war." . 

LcBoutillier believes "it is 
conceivable that the Soviets 
would use the bomb. You 
always have to assume the worst 
of the enemy." 

LcBoutillier then spoke of 
World War II, saying "The 
United States can't make the 
same mistake with Andropov 
that England made with Hitler 
in the thirties. 

"Chamberlain thought he 
could negotiate with Hitler 
from a weak position — or 
should I say an unarmed one," 
LeBoutillier said. "We have to 
be strong militarily to avoid 
another war." 

Moffett replied: "With all 
due respect, John, that outlook 
is so dangerous: assuming the 
worst. If both sides are doing 
what John , is advocating right 
now, how will they ever be able 
to negotiate? 

"It is a recipe for disaster. If 
we don't trust the Soviets in any 
way, let's admit it. Let's not go 
through a charade," he urged. 
The audience responded with 
applause. 

LeBoutillier went on, com- 
paring Andropov to Hitler. 
"Andropov, like Hitler, does 
not value life. He would be 



Lipton cooks up anti-nuke recipe

Judith Lipton has the recipe 
both for brewing up a nuclear 
arms race and for putting it per- 
manently on ice. 

Using her professional ex- 
perience in psychiatry, Lipton 
detailed the psychological 
causes, consequences and cures 
for the propagation of nuclear 
war. 

Her presentation, entitled 
"Overcoming the Neanderthal 
Mentality: the Psychology of 
the Nuclear Anns Race," was 
held Tuesday night in the CF. 
Martin Theatre of the Mclntyre 
medical building. 

Lipton ridiculed the 
American and Russian deter- 
rence policies. 

"The two nuclear super- 
powers arc caught in an isomor- 
phic death-grip, and they're 
locked in each other's nuclear 
arms. Deterrence is really a 
dance that each side has agreed 
to do," Lipton said. 

She later compared the 
military strategists' attempts at 
making their weapon threats 
meaningful ' as a "little 
credibility of the deterrence 



cha-cha-cha...it really is a 
twisted dance." 

If one pursues the perverted 
logic of the arms build-up, Lip- 
ton argued, "the way to 
enhance nuclear deterrence is to 
give everybody nuclear 
weapons. Then we would all 
feel very safe and very deterred 
at the same time." 

Lipton and her husband 
David Barash, co-writers of- 
Stop Nuclear War: A Hand- 
book, developed the neander- 
thal theory of arms build-up. It 
is based on four assumptions: 
•Fighting pays: "The world 
spends a million dollars a 
minute on weapons." 
•Conflict is inevitable: ""Most 
of the nuclear weapons, 
neanderthals will argue, are not 
really meant to fight a war but 
to deter it." • 

•Military strength equals securi- 
ty: "In a world of limited 
resources.. .competition is to be 
expected, but.. .it doesn't mean 
war." 

•Winning is everything: "It 
never occurs to the nuclear 
neanderthal that winning is 
merely impossible. If there's a 



nuclear war, it's a zero-sum 
game, because everybody 
loses." 

Lipton proposes three con- 
current solutions. 
First, people must change, their 
"neanderthal mentality" of 
complacency when faced by this 
problem which seems beyond 
human scope. 

Second, people must explain 
to elected leaders that such 
destructive policies be changed 
or they will be voted out 

Third, we must learn to value 
life. "We are the privileged reci- 
pients of life," Lipton stressed. 

Lipton is the founder and 
former president of the Seattle 
chapter of the Physicians for 
Social Responsibility, an 
association of 20,000 concerned 
doctors and other professionals. 
She is currently a member of its 
national executive committee. 

Lipton received a S500 
honorarium for her appearance 
which was co-sponsored by the 
Medical Students' Society and 
the McGill Student Pugwash. 
Organisers were disappointed 
by the meagre attendance of 30 
people. 



prepared to sacrifice thousands 
just to obtain his objectives," 
he said. 

Moffett replied: "One could 
say Lyndon Johnson did it in 
the Vietnam War. We shouldn't 
claim we're so pure, you 
know." 

Asked whether there was any 
issue over which a nuclear war 
was worth fighting, Moffett 
simply replied: "No." 

LeBoutillier, however, could 
think of a few occasions when a 
nuclear war would be 
"feasible." 

"I could envision a scenario 
whereby the Soviets cut off all 
our oil. Or better yet, if they in- 
vaded all of Western Europe or 
the Middle East, we would have 
to go to nuclear war. To answer 
the way Toby did is dishonest. 

"What would you do?" 
LcBoutillier asked the audience. 
"Would you start a nuclear war 
if Soviet tanks invaded West 
Germany?" 

The audience replied, in a 
loud chorus, "NO!".
